The relevance of all. this for 
those responsible fon the adminis- 
tration of justice Hes in two facts. 


(1) That justlee is in-origin part: 
of the old vehicle which existed 


before Jesus, -It Is part of the 
framework of an old .order. 

{2) That justice is always con- 
fronting the large and. not the 
small dinner party. , It is very 
largely impersonal.in its action. 


_ The judicial profession is to the 
community what the anaesthetist’ 
{s in the medical pro*-ssion’ The 
“anaesthetist, by removing: con- 
‘sciousness, conver.s a tersdn into, 
} In the 
Judicial profession you ate ¢on- 
tinually compelled to apply local 
anaesthetics to the body corporate 
‘cf soclety. You treat this person 
or that/"person as Jess than per- 


‘sonal, for the sake of the tealth 


of the rest of society, This bread- 
winner or that, this father of that 
brother, must be reduced to com- 
plete uselessness to those depen- 
dent on him, for a. fortnight or 
six months or twenty years, not for 
his own good, but for the sake of 
others, 

The central point af the cose I 
am putting before you this mor- 
ning Is that we should realise the 
Umitatlons of judicial precedure. 
In his judicial action no man can 
be fully perscnal. A father, a mo- 
ther, a lover, a child can change 
a man's personality—the law as 
such can only limit it. 

This 18, not to belittle law. It fs 
only to suggest that Justice 1s not 
the final ideal. 


England's responsibility 


In this whole situation we Eng- 
lsh people have a great respon~ 
sibility. For we have in our legal 


system a principle of. respect for 


personality which comes straight 
from the influence of the Church 
upon the Law in the early middle 
ages, an influencé which was more 
personal and Christian in England. 
than on the Continent, in propor~ 
tion #5 the Influence of pre- 
Christian philosophy was weaker. 
This respect for personality fs most 
clearly shown in our preference for 


case law rather than codes. 


- This {s not only true of our legal 
system, but of our national bent. 
The hard firm lines of the old 


‘vehicle have yielded a Uttle in 


England’ to the new principle of 
Jesus Christ. We are practical, as 
Jesus was practical. 


Tf we Christians are right about 
Jesus, that his intensely personal 
haridling of people ls God’s way, 
God's way both for himself and 
for us to follow, then the success. 
of British law. 1s exactly wae we 
should expect. 

The vital thing {s that we should 
realise that success has been made 
not by the fairness of actual de- 
cisions given, but by the personal 
element that hag been allowed to 
weigh in‘them. Case law may be- 
comes menace to British justice 
once we begin to think there is 
merit Inthe Actual decisions given. 


' There is merit only in the careful 


consideration of.the personal ele- 
ment.in each declsion. 
_ Rules and Persons
